For people living in the country this 

means a special visit to town, and the 
special shopping trains help to reduce the 
necessary sepealibite. For families living 
in town it means that the Pater will leave 
his office, telling his head clerk that he 18 
going out for a cup of coffee and to think 
out an important business problem—a 
perfectly true statement. Families within 
a car-drive of town will do the shopping 
en famille; for Tom and Anne will insist 
on coming, too, both in order to safeguard 
the Pater and Mater from mistakes in the 
colour of a school jumper or the quality 
of a gold-banded fountain pen, and to 
wind up the day with a visit to one of the 
big picture-theatres. 
I often wonder which has the easier job 
—the Pater, who buys the goods for the 
school trunk, or the Mater, who packs 
them into it. 


PACKING MADE EASY 


Somebody ought to write a handbook on 
packing made easy. Do you remember 
the story of the family going on holidays, 
how four huge trunks were packed, and, at 
the end, the key that locked them was 
missing? Someone remembered that the 
key was in the pocket of a jacket, which 
had gone to the bottom of one of the 
trunks, but he was not sure which. 

“We will have to unpack all four,’’ 
said the Mater: “ for it must be found.”’ 
‘* It will be in the last that we unpack,”’

It sounds easy, and certain to work. 

I have heard that the farmers in County 
Antrim have a methodical way of manag- 
ing their clothes. They sáil into the 
house and bedroom with their hats on, 
take off boots first and so work upwards, 
ange’ the garments one on top of another 
till they reach the hat, which they place 
on top of the pyramid. In the morning, 
as soon as they rise, they put on their 
hats, and then work down the heap till 
they come to the boots, which they put on 
last, and then they are dressed, cap-a-pie, 
for the day. 

That suggests a plan for the school 
trunk. 


A LOGICAL ORDER 


Begin by putting heavy things at the 
bottom—boots, bats and books. It is sur- 
prising how many people will pack a box 
with heavy things at the top, crushing the 
rest, beside indies the whole box top- 
heavy. 

Put strong garments on top of the heavy 
things, with a suitable layer of brown 
paper between them. Put light things 
ast-—shirts, blouses and the like. 

To this general rule there is an excep- 
tion. Likely needs of the first two days 
should be considered and laid on one side 
at the beginning. These include pyjamas, 
a change of linen, a light dress for girls, 
combs and brushes, house slippers. The 
little collection will be wrapped up as a 
parcel to itself, and deposited last of all, 

before the lid of the trunk is closed. 

The principle is, of course, that the 
traveller will not be obliged to unpack 
everything in order to brush his or her 
curling locks on arrival. The trunk #ill 
be deposited in the dormitory, and its 
owner will not need to unpack before he 
or she has ample leisure. The little 
parcel supplies immediate means for a

general brush up, and its owner appears 
fresh and comfortable within a few 
moments after a tiring journey. 


FREE FROM FASHION 


One of the lessons that the sclioo! 
trunk teaches, beside methodical packing. 
is the virtue of quality—of durability. 

The goods are bought for a period of 
months, virtually a year. Socks and 
shoes must last for a term, without mefid- 
ing, if possible. Fashion does not afflict 
the school-goer with rapid changes. On 
all scores, therefore, goods will be chosen 
to last long, and the great truth becomes 
evident: that the best is the cheapest. 

Wise parents do not try to save shillings 
at the cost of “last.” Young people, in 
truth, need good fabrics more than their 
elders; for they tax their clothes more 
with hard usage, days in the rain and so 
forth. If I were advising parents on the 
way to the stores, 
best. This will be easier on the pocket, 
in the :ong-run, because it will save re- 
placements, which are always costly. At 
the same time it will teacn the young 
people to recognise and value what is 
good. 

Those who do not wear shoddy in youth 
are safeguarded against a taste for it when 
they grow to adult years. 


THE TUCK-BOX 


Finally, there is the tuck-box. The 
Mater decides what will go into the 
clothes box; but the young people make 
up the tuck-box for themselves. 

I heard of a boy who used to fill his box 
with several pounds of Valencia raisins. 
Fruit ought to be recommended in pre- 
ference to sweets; some boxes of preserves 
will be appreciated not least because they 
are easy to pack, 

Many of our stores can cater for the 
tuck-box, as well as for the clothes-trunk, 
and parents will do well to advise boys 
and girls to leave their money and the 
selection of comestibles in the hands of a 
Wise caterer.
